Unhappy with Post Office 

Did you know that the 
Pony Express has gone out 
of business — not because 
of hard economic times but 
pushed out by a new outfit 
that is highly computerized, 
mechanized and modernized? 
They call themselves the U.S. 
Post Office. 

This new outfit takes only 
an un-heard 31 days from 
coast to coast in what they 
call 1st class mail or 11 days 
for a letter to travd 2 blocks— 
perhaps 2000 feet. Unheard-of 
speed. Even the most stubborn 
mule could do better. 

Three cheers for this new 
era of computerized mechani¬ 
zation that has ushered us 
into this new high speed, 
fast moving life of foul-ups. 
Or is it the human element 
that is fouling up the com¬ 
puters? 

I simply cannot stand this 
rapid pace set by the Post 
Office. I am more amazed 
every day.

High temperatures and the inability of 
an animal to keep Its body cool can cause 
heat stroke. This serious condition results In 
death for the animal unless Immediate treat¬ 
ment Is given to bring the body temperature 
back to normal. 

One of the most common mistakes made 
by owners Is to leave a dog alone in a car for 
“a few minutes.” Those few mlnutee pass 
quickly In an alr-conditloned store, but they 
are torturously slow in a car that rapidly 
becomes an oven. It takes only minutes for 
temperatures Inside a car to soar dangerously, 
even with windows left open. 

If an animal must be left in a parked 
vehicle, a minimum of two windows should 
be left partially open to provide cross venti¬ 
lation. The car should be parked In the shade. 
Remember, however, that the shifting sun 
can quickly displace the shade and the car 
becomes a deadly hot box. 

A dog left In a fenced-in back yard may 
also suffer heat stroke If shade Is not pro¬ 
vided along with cool, clean drinking water. 

A shaded area In the morning can become 
a scorching outdoor oven In the afternoon. 
Pet owners should check the yard often during 
the day to Insure that shade Is always avail¬ 
able for their pet. 

If your pet becomes a victim of heat 
stroke, contact your veterinarian immediately.

I sleep on the floor a lot on weekends. My 
youngsters have some friends who have never seen 
me standing up. 


Veterinarians expect an Increase Inci¬ 
dence of snakebite In animals, and they cau¬ 
tion pet owners to be especially careful of thair 
pets In areas known to be Inhabitated by 
poisonous snakes. 

According to the Southern California Vet¬ 
erinary Medical Association (SCVMA), reports 
of snakebites usually show a decided Increase 
with the coming of warmer weather, even 
though the snakes stay close to their dans. 

Although a bite from a poisonous reptile 
Is seldom fatal, all bites are serious, and the 
venom can cause extensive destruction of 
tissue, sometimes requiring skin grafts and 
even amputation. 

Pets, being naturally Inquisitive, often 
have no fear of snakes and view a snake as 
another new playmate with disastrous results. 
Dogs are probably bitten 10 times more fre- 
guently than humans. 

Qsnerally, dogs arid cats are bltteqjnoat 
qften on the nose or head. Horses an^cattle 
are usually bitten on the legs or head, 'bites 
on the nose and head are the most dangerous 
because of the tremendous swelling which 
rapidly follows. Swelling around the head puts 
pressure on the nostril and windpipe, causing 
the animal to have great difficulty In breathing. 

Treatment of poisonous snakebite In ani¬ 
mals is similar to that given humans. Emer¬ 
gency treatment is aimed at removing as 
much venom as possible and alowing the 
spread of the remainder beyond the aite of 
the bite. Keep the patient quiet and Immobilize 
the bitten limb. 

Contrary to formerly accepted practice, 
veterinarians now advise applying a tourniquet 
loosely to Impede spreading vanon but not 
to cut off circulation of blood. Foilwing ren¬ 
dering of emergency treatment, rush the 
animal to the nearest veterinarian for pro¬ 
fessional treatment. 

In summary, take all precautions to avoid 
exposing your pet to poisonous snakes. But 
If a bite occurs, remain calm, render emer¬ 
gency treatment, and obtain immediate vet¬ 
erinary care.

loud speaker systems, pos¬ 
sible depreciation of connect¬ 
ing properties, dust, ticks, 
odor. 

Arcadians, Altadenans 
^ and some Sierra Madreans 
spoke for the riding club. 
Only Sierra Madreans spoke 
against the group’s plans. 

Bill Exeter, Arcadia, re¬ 
presenting 4H youth, talked 
about the club’s benefit to 
youth. Rudy Braun, Sierra 
Madre, Scoutmaster of Troop 
373, who opposed the plan, 
also talked about the benefit 
to youth who would get the 
most out of Bailey Canyon 
if it is left the way it is.
